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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of claims 1-25 in Paper No. 4 is acknowledged. Because 
applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

Claims 26-55 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected claims, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 8/30/01 in Paper No. 2 
was filed before the mailing date of the non-final rejection on 7/14/03. The submission 
is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information 
disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: 
60-1 and 60-2 in Fig. 5G. A proposed drawing correction, corrected drawings, or 
amendment to the specification to add the reference sign(s) in the description, are 
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required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

6. In claim 1 , the phrase " a plurality of locator pins " is vague and indefinite since it 
is not clear from the claim where the pins are attached. 

7. In claim 1 , the phrase " the nest by the vacuum into separate components " is 
vague and indefinite since it is not clear from the claim what structure creates the 
process of forming a vacuum. 

8. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the 
steps. See MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted steps are: removing the nest from the 
alignment base in claims 1, 9, and 14. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 19-25 allowed.

10. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowance subject 
matter: the prior art of record does not teach or suggest the combination of a substrate 
with locator openings provided on a next configured to hold the substrate. An alignment 
base with a plurality of locator pins configured to engage the locator openings. Placing 
the nest on the alignment base with the locator pins projecting from the openings in the 
nest. Removing the nest from the alignment base, wherein a sawing base has a 
vacuum opening configured to apply a vacuum to the substrate held on the nest. 
Removing the clamping mechanism from the nest and sawing the substrate held on the 
nest by the vacuum into separate components in claim 19. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is cited primarily to show the 
product of the Instant invention.
